nity Radio." With program- 
ming today in five languages 
and with a crew of volunteers 
which range in age from 1 6 to 
+65, our community ties 
strengthen every year. Indeed, 
we play an important role in 
campus media, however, any- 
one calling CFLR merely "a 
campus station" or ANTI- 
DOTE merely "a campus news- 
paper" unknowingly forces our 
operation to fit an increasingly 
narrow label.

Constitutional Crisis 

SGA fails to get 2/3rds vote to pass their new 

Constitution.

After the receiving 
endorsement from the SGA 
council on each individual 
item on the new SGA consti- 
tution, the entire package 
failed to receive the required 
2/3rds majority it needed to 
be passed. After months of 
work and deliberation, the 
SGA constitutional commit- 
tee, chaired by SGA Vice- 
President Terri MacMillian, 
saw all their work go up in 
smoke. 

When Lambda inter- 
viewed Terri, she said that 
there were two parts of the 
revised constitution that 
caused it to fail. The first 
was over the question of rep- 
resentation. As it stands right 
now, the representation for 
residences or other student 
organizations is based on 1 
representative for every 150 
members. That means that 
for the residences, there are 
two reps for Single Students 
Residence (SSR), two for 
University College (UC), 
Two for Huntington and one 
each for University of Sud- 
bury (U of S) and Thorneloe. 
There are also three off-cam- 
pus representatives on SGA. 
The revised constitution 
would have changed this to 
one representative for each 
of the residences, for a total 
of 5, and then 5 off-campus 
representatives. In Terri 's 
view this would have given 
more fairer representation for 
those who live off-campus, 
instead of weighting the 
council toward those living 
on campus. 

The other major ob- 
jection that members of 
council had was the change 
that would have created a 
new, 3 person, full-time, ex- 
ecutive to replace the 5 per- 
son executive that exists 
now. Presently, the only per- 
son on SGA executive who 
works full-time is the Presi- 
dent, Mark Green. Under the 
proposed constitution, there 
would be a President who 
would oversee the operation 
and handle external concerns 
such as the Ontario Federa- 



tion of Students, a Vice- 
President/Student Affairs 
who would look after mat- 
ters affecting students, and a 
Vice-President/Finance who 
would look after all the fi- 
nancial concerns of the or- 
ganization. Terri said that, 
"The reason why we need a 
full-time executive like this 
is so that SGA will be run 
better for the students." Right 
now, if a student has a prob- 
lem and they go to the SGA, 
the person they should be 
talking to may be off in class 
or otherwise engaged. When 
they are able to meet with 
the appropriate member of 
the executive, that person 
may not be able to help them 
right away because of their 
academic commitments. 
Terri MacMillian for in- 
stance, is a full-time student 
in addition to her job as Vice- 
President of SGA. Some- 
times it is very difficult for 
her juggle her student com- 
mitments and do all the 
things that she is expected to 
do as Vice-President. She 
feels that without the 3 per- 
son executive, the SGA will 
not be able to serve the stu- 
dents the way they should. 

One of the arguments 
given for not having a 3 per- 
son executive is that it may 
be difficult to get 3 people 
each year to put their aca- 
demic careers on hold to run 
for full-time SGA positions. 
Terri counter this by saying 
that, "Lakehead University 
has had a 3 person, full-time 
executive for a few years and 
it works great there." She 
feels that having only the 
president working full-time 
means that student concerns 
cannot be handled as well as 
they should because one per- 
son cannot physically han- 
dle everything that needs to 
be done. 

One of the positive 
aspects of the SGA office 
moving into the student 
center is that now it makes 
the student union more ac- 
cessible to all the students of 
Laurentian. When the office 
was on Student Street, the 
only people who were ever 
around it on a day to day

basis where those who lived 
in MSR, SSR or UC. Conse- 
quently the SGA had been 
perceived as an organization 
by and for the people who 
live on campus. Those peo- 
ple who lived off campus 
were largely disenfranchised 
from the organization. The 
SGA was still able to collect 
their student fees, but the 
needs of off campus students 
could largely be ignored. 
Terri was asked if she felt 
that the lack of representa- 
tion for off campus students 
(3) compared to those who 
live on campus (8) would 
hinder the progress that SGA 
has made toward being per- 
ceived as a student union for 
all students, and not just for 
students on campus. "I don't 
think that failing to pass this 
constitution will set us back. 
People can now sit in the 
fireplace lounge or Great 
Hall and if they have a prob- 
lem they can just come right 
up into the office. We are an 
organization for all students, 
not j ust people living in res." 
Understandably, Terri 
was very disheartened by the 
failure of this proposed con- 
stitution. She feels that in the 
future student will have 
things even harder. "It is a 
lot harder for the administra- 
tion to ignore a student un- 
ion than it is for them to 
ignore a single student." A 
student union is there in or- 
der to serve the interests for 
their member students, but it 
will be very difficult to do 
that without having the peo- 
ple to spend the time to make 
it work. Terri concluded the 
interview by saying that, 
"There are a lot of closed 
minds out there." She will be 
working now to bring a new 
proposal to council that will 
leave the executive the way 
it is, but change the council 
representation to the 5 and 5 
proposal. She is hoping that 
at least this revision will be 
passed before the end of the 
year. 



HISTORIC MEETING OPENS 
DOORS BETWEEN COLLEGES 
AND UNIVERSITIES 



(January 27th) 

TORONTO, ONTARIO — 
The presidents of Ontario's 
colleges and universities are 
examining ways to eliminate 
the barriers to cooperative 
programs between their in- 
stitutions. In an historical 
meeting, the two groups met 
today to discuss the issue for 
the first time. 

Both the Chair of the 
Council of Ontario Univer- 
sities (COU) and the Chair 
of the Association of Col- 
leges of Applied Arts and 
Technology of Ontario 
(ACA\TO), expressed great 
satisfaction with the progress 
made at today's meeting. 

"On a regional basis, 
there are already some very 
successful programs in place 
between universities and 
colleges, such as the Nurs- 
ing program at McMaster 



University and the Engineer- 
ing program at Lakehead 
University," said Brian 
Segal, Chair of COU and 
President of the University 
of Guelph. 

"This meeting has al- 
lowed us to build on the 
mutual respect that already 
exists between both post-sec- 
ondary educational sectors," 
said Segal. 

"We have made great 
strides toward increased ac- 
cessibility," said Keith 
Mclntyre, Chair of 
ACAATO and President of 
Mohawk College in Hamil- 
ton. "Our willingness and 
cooperation however, must 
be coupled with financial 
cooperation from the provin- 
cial government. Both sys- 
tems are struggling to deal 
with underfunding; more 
money is imperative if this 
initiative is to proceed."

The SGA presented the 
Bayou boys, a CCR cover 
band, on Thursday night at 
the Super pub. The event was 
one of the many events held 
at Laurentian last week as part 
of Camy Week. 

I had a chance to inter- 
view the band during their 
pause between sets. I talked 
to Mike McDonald, the lead 
vocalist and guitarist, about 
the band. It seems that the 
band does these tributes to 
support themselves finan- 
cially while letting their artis- 
tic spirits free in another band 
known as the Muck Rakers. 
Mikeexplained that the Muck 
Rakers made very little 
money playing in Toronto 
bars he called Snake Pits. 

The band formed about 
two and a half years ago when 
Mike quit a band called Green 
River. He then teamed up with 
fellow musicians: base player, 
Corry Turnbull; guitarplayer, 
David Birt; and Mike Dasti 
on drums. 

It was decided that they 
would do CCR tunes because 



they had so many great songs. 
Mike revealed that although 
the songs may not be techni- 
cally difficult they must be 
played with feeling, some- 
thing that many young musi- 
cians may lack. 

One of the weirdest gigs 
the guys ever did was at a 
Maximum Security Prison. 
They were put into general 
population with the inmates. 
"It was kind of different look- 
ing out and seeing thousands 
of tattoos and drinking 
boxes." explained mike. The 
inmates however showed 
nothing but respect and ap- 
preciation towards the band. 

The members of the 
band have held some pretty 
strange jobs in order to sup- 
port themselves financially. 
These jobs ranged from de- 
livering 3001b. lawn flower 
pots to hauling away ruble 
from demolition sites with a 
pickup truck. 

When asked about the 
recent controversy with Bryan 
Adams and the CRTC. Mike 
explained that the idea was 
out dated and that "you can

Canada does not have the star 
system that they have in the 
U.S. We simply cannot sup- 
port all of the good Canadian 
bands around today.

I enquired as to what 
Canadian bands the Bayou 
boys liked and thought de- 
served a break.

The 
Phantoms have been around 
for quite a while and deserve 
some recognition. They're 
coming to Sudbury on Febru- 
ary 14th and are playing at 
the Towne House. I was told 
that they put on a good show 
and well worth seeing.

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Canada at the Crossroads: Special Report 

The Fallacy that is Meech: Misuses of Adversity 



Over a year later and 
after numerous investigative 
commissions, Canadians are 
beginning to understand why 
the Meech Lake Accord 
should have become a na- 
tional blueprint. Despite the 
number of negative issues in 
its contents, it should have 
become apart of the constitu- 
tion. Firstly, the procedural 
issue involving the first min- 
isters meeting would have 
remained undemocratic. Sec- 
ondly, Quebec would have 
acquired substantial powers 
upsetting the current federal 
provincial balance of power. 
Lastly, Quebec - along with 
other provinces - would have 
acquired a greater ability to 
use the constitution to their 
benefit giving that province 
an unfair advantage while 
upsetting the symmetry of 
federalism. Fundamentally 
though, all three could have 
been solved in the future be- 
cause of the external eco- 
nomic threats faced by the 
whole of Canada. Further- 
more Canadian political in- 
stability has deepened the 
economic downturn of the 
past year. These threats 
should have taken a priority 
above the minor inequalities, 
which could and should have 
been solved at a later date. 
Instead a number of groups 
are fighting for their share of 
Canada. 

Even before the failure 
of Meech Lake accord, the 
German Bundesbank warned 
the world about investing in 
Canada. The constant bick- 
ering unchecked by a lack of 
leadership created a major 
political crisis, justly per- 
ceived by the outside world 
as disunity. The political up- 
roar and the general disen- 
chantment following the fail- 
ure of Meech was further 
damaging to the already criti- 
cal situation. 

In fact, Mr. Alajah 
Harper, a moralistic vision- 
ary in the view of many peo- 
ple, showed incredible 
shortsightedness with regards 
to the whole of Canadian So- 
ciety. He must be aware of 
the fact that the Indian popu- 
lation in Canada generally 
occupies the lowest socio- 
economic ranking. There is 
no doubt that the systematic 
pressure of the generally rac- 
ist Canadian society forced 
the natives into a pathetic life- 



style. However, it is doubtful 
that the small benefits re- 
ceived by the Natives will not 
be damaged by any further 
decline of Canada. 

On the economic front, 
the previous stability of the 
Canadian market provided 
one of the worlds most secure 
investments. Such is not the 
case anymore! In fact, the 
combination of the overval- 
ued Canadian dollar and a 
recession resulted in a rapid 
depletion of the Canadian 
wealth, especially in the past 
year. Although, this loosing 
has been a general trend for a 
number of decades; the re- 
sent rate of decline has in- 
creased to an absolutely 
alarming rate. 

Perhaps, the most suit- 
able approach to predict the 
possible outcome of all these 
events is to compare the cur- 
rent Canadian situation to that 
of the Polish Commonwealth 
of the seventeenth and eight- 
eenth century. Like todays 
Canada, Poland was a demo- 
cratic nation state. Although 
the democracy was limited to 
a narrow class of nobility ex- 
cluding the large majority of 
people; it was a respectable 
society. Canada, despite 
populist pretensions is tradi- 
tionally an elitist nation state 
that is fundamentally identi- 
cal to that of 18th century 
Poland. The parallel is even 
more evident since Canadi- 
ans continue to behave by 
custom or convenience like 
the British, being subjects first 
and citizens second. The 
nobility in Poland had all the 
democratic privileges: in- 
cluding the freedom of speech 
and mobility, along with the 
right to vote at the local as- 
semblies known as Sejmiki.. 
They elected theirrepresenta- 
tives from the areas of Po- 
land, Lithuania, White Rus^ 
sia and Ukrain to represent 
their regional interest in the 
Parliament. At this point, the 
Polish Commonwealth ex- 
tended from the Black Sea to 
the Baltic Sea with a 
multicultural mosaic includ- 
ing Germans, Jews, 
Moldavians, Hungarians, Ar- 
menians, Tatars, Russians and 
other ethnic, religious and 
racial minorities. Theirrights 
were protected since the 1 346 
Statute of Wislica, similar in 
purpose to the Canadian Char- 
ter of Rights and Freedoms. 



One of these rights was the 
freedom of religious belief. 
One of the reasons for the 
largest concentration of Jews 
in Europe to be in Poland was 
the Satue of Wislica. The 
tradition of religious tolera- 
tion, unheard of in the rest of 
Europe in 1 346, was also con- 
tinued in the 1791 and the 
1922 constitution as well. 

Economically, Poland 
received its major source of 
revenue from farming, min- 
ing of salt and coal, lumber 
and trade between Asian and 
European countries. The 
strong dependency on trade 
and natural resources was 
similar to the contemporary 
Canadian reality as well. In 
fact, the Polish dependency 
on natural resources is very 
evocative of the staple theory. 
Furthermore, it is very accu- 
rate to describe both nation 
states in terms outlined by 
Canadian historians. Both 
Canada's and Poland's exist- 
ence can be explained in term s 
of existing in spite of and 
because of their geographies. 

Unfortunately, three 
major problems became det- 
rimental in the eventual de- 
cline of the Commonwealth. 
Firstly, the Polish constitu- 
tion gave the benefit of a veto 
which could have been used 
by any members of the Sejm 
(the Polish Parliament) to stop 
the parliamentary proceed- 
ings. By the mid-sixteen hun- 
dreds the use of the veto 
paralyzed the Sejm on nu- 
merous occasions, causing a 
six week recess each time and 
by that preventing the politi- 
cians to come to a significant 
solution. When the possibil- 
ity of using uniformity was 
examined this summer by one 
of the Canadian commissions, 
the Polish veto of the Renais- 
sance was seriously consid- 
ered and examined by the 
politicians involved in the 
process. 

Secondly, the Ukrain- 
ian Cossacks (the regional 
nobility) were not willing to 
wait for a gradual evolution- 
ary process through the Sejm 
to change their social status 
and increase privileges in the 
Commonwealth. However, 
they were determined to gain 
the nobility privileges under 
the Polish law. The Cossack 
solution was to raise the 
Ukrainian peasants into a civil 
war against the Common- 



wealth. This war resulted in a 
major loss of life and obvious 
decline in economic produc- 
tivity reducing the interna- 
tional power of the state. It 
weakened the Polish Com- 
monwealth and it weakened 
the Cossacks. Just like a sepa- 
ration of Quebec would and 
will reduce the overall 
strength of Canada and the 
individual strength of Que- 
bec. The international reac- 
tion to the breakup of the 
Yugoslav federation is a clear 
example that such political 
behavior is not acceptable by 
world powers. Despite the 
German help and the neces- 
sity of ending the bloodshed, 
it was not acceptable by Eu- 
ropean Community; as it is 
not acceptable to America; 
and it will not be accepted by 
Japan. Clearly , when those 
three are not satisfied, the 
existence of Quebec without 
Canada or vice versa is a loss 
of standard of living and in- 
ternational power. 

Yet, sceptics of this re- 
ality will continue to argue 
that by separating. Quebec 
will be free to join the world 
on its own terms. Let me 
drive the point of reality 
home, the world does not want 
Quebec as a separate entity 
outside of Canada. Further- 
more, if nation states like the 
U.S.,Germany, and Japan feel 
they need to be members of 
greater economic unions to 
give them "power", then Que- 



bec is under farcical illusion 
that separation will benefit 
them by the opposite action. 
A large number of Anglo's 
suffer from the same illusion 
thinking that Canada without 
Quebec is just as viable. 
Wrong! This is a loosing 
situation on both sides. It is 
very clear that Canada with- 
out Quebec would not be a 
G7 country. In fact, it is doubt- 
ful if Quebec-less Canada 
could even remain in the top 
ten if it is not out of that rank 
already. 

Getting back to the 
Polish Analogy; the third and 
most significant issue, was 
the deliberate pressure of the 
nobility for a highly decen- 
tralized use of power. In con- 
trast to Prussia, Russia and 
Austria, the Polish Common- 
wealth continued to support 
democracy in a borderline 
anarchical fashion. By 1783, 
the combination of these three 
major causes, along with 
some less significant factors, 
resulted in the first partition 
by the tree centralized pow- 
ers. The following two parti- 
tions led to a total dismem- 
berment of Poland. 

Canada is facing the 
same three fundamental prob- 
lems. Mr. Harper used his 
right to veto Canada from 
becoming stronger. Sec- 
ondly, Quebecers (like the 
Cossacks) are attempting to

Canadian society, 
the main messages of the re- Professor Cachon, argued is 
port. Generally he believed more complex than the por-

Report. At the technical level, 
he pointed out that measures 
used to capture service sector 
productivity are inadequate. 
If so, the Report's findings 
may be overstating the case 
for Canada's competitive 
weakness. He also noted that 
the recommendations made 
in the Report are tied to the 
constitutional debate and, 
therefore, cannot be easily 
disentangled and imple- 
mented. Professor Cachon 
also did not hold out a pros- 
pect of quick change. 

Mr. R. Berens focused 
on the detrimental conse- 
quences of foreign ownership 
and the absence of home- 
bases in Canada, both of 
which were touched upon in 
the Report. He held up Swe- 
den as an example of a coun- 
try that started out with a re- 
source base and moved on to 
deveolop advance process 
technology and home-bases. 
Perhaps the most spe- 
cific criticism came from R. 
Sina. Sina framed his re- 
marks around three questions: 
Compete with what, whom 
and under what circum- 
stances. He pointed out that 
Canada has to compete in a 
world of innovation-driven, 
high value-added economies. 
In terms of competitors, 
Canada must count not only 
the G-7 countries, but also 
Taiwan, South Korea, Singa- 
pore and so on. Further, huge 
economic blocs are emerging 
with serious implications for 
Canada's competitive pos- 
ture. In the spirit of the Re- 
port, Professor Sina under- 
lined the need to address sev- 
eral issues, such as, constitu- 
tional uncertainty, large fed- 
eral deficits, inter-provincial 
barriers, educational stand- 
ards and efficiency in Cana- 
da's social programmes. 

The session was fol- 
lowed by a question and an- 
swer period during which 
several additional points were 
raised and discussed.

The School of Com- 
merce and Administration, 
and Association

Berens (4th year B. Com. stu- 
dent), J. C. Cachon (Com- 
merce), J. Dodge (Com- 
merce), C. Gardner (3rd year 
B. Com. student), B. 
MacLean ( Economics), and 
R. Sina (Commerce). The 
session was moderated by 
K. V. Nagarajan (Commerce). 
The discussion session 
started with opening remarks 
by O. Ganjavi, Director of the 
School of commerce and 
Administration. That was 
swiftly followed by K.V. 
Nagarajan, summarizing the 
main points of the Porter Re- 
port. The framework of this 
analysis was the Diamond. 



the traditional attitudes to in- 
hibit competitiveness. In 
terms of the overall prospects 
for exchange, Dodge was pes- 
simistic. Canadians, he ob- 
served, seemed to need to se- 
rious crisis before being 
goaded into action. 

B. MacLean focused 
his observations on the mes- 
sages that economists could 
draw from the finding of the 
Report. He gleaned the fol- 
lowing messages: 1. In the 
modern world of innovations 
and specialized resources, the 
classical principle of com- 
parative advantage is becom- 
ing less relevant; 2. Busi- 
nesses have real decision- 
making power and have in- 
fluence over other societal 
institutions. Hence, the tradi- 
tional market/state dichotomy 
is no longer appropriate; and 
3. As for the role of govern- 
ment, it can be a source of 
strengthening competitive- 
ness as in the case of enforc- 
ing stringent performance 



NATIONAL DETERMINANTS OF COUPETmVE ADVANTAGE: THE DlAMOND" 
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The four bases of the 
diamond are mutually rein- 
forcing. Weakness in one 
will tend to weaken the other 
bases as well. The Porter 
Report finds that except for 
the resource sector, the Cana- 
dian diamond has many weak 
spots and tenuous linkages. 
Based on the analysis, the 
Porter 'Report also makes 
several policy recommenda- 
tions. 

John Dodge noted sev- 
eral shortcomings of the 
study. Among them are the 
absence of a scheme of pri- 
orities to rank the recommen- 
dations and the absence of an 



standards. 

C. Gardner expressed 
the view that most of the prob- 
lem s noted in the Report are 
well known, but nothing has 
been done them. He traced 
the lack of action to the risk- 
aversive nature of Canadi an s. 
Mr. Gardner did not agree 
with the view that Canadians 
should push hard to compete 
in the area of services. He 
advocated instead, major in- 
vestments in industrial Re- 
search and Development. 

J.C. Cachon noted that 
the Report was sloppily pre- 
sented in that it expressed 
many opinions and made

The particular interest 
of the report is the discussion 
and debate that it has pro- 
voked in Canada in academic 
Milieu, Business circles and 
among different stakeholders

(Government, unions, Busi- 
ness etc ...). Evidently, the 
subject is examined from Por- 
ter's viewpoint and his theory 
(framework) of competitive 
advantage of Nations. 

The subject of our dis- 
cussion is "Can Canada Com- 
pete?" 

Three questions may be 
posed. 

1- Compete with what? 
2-Compete with whom? 
3-Compete under which cir- 
cumstances (context)? 
Answering the first question, 
Canada has traditionally been 
strong in resource base in- 
dustries and a good percent- 
age of manufacturing indus- 
tries is owned by foreign com- 
panies. More than half of 
Canadian exports is com- 
prised of resource based prod- 
ucts. The innovation driven 
industries have contributed to 
a much lesser extent to total 
Canadian exports. The strik- 
ing point in this report is the 
deterioration of the relative 
position of theses industries 
between 1985 and 1989. It 
means that we lost market 
share and export capabilities 
in these industries. But the 
high value-added, well paid 
jobs which require qualified 
and skilful workforce are lo- 
cated in high tech industries. 

Lester Thurow has 
identified six major innova- 
tion driven industries to be 
Micro electronics, Comput- 
ers and softwares, telecom- 
munications, biotechnology, 
transportation(civil aviation, 
highspeed trains, urban trasit 
system, and robotics. 

In all the forementioned 
fields but telecommunication, 
Canada lacks the competitive 
edge, only Telecom managed 
to compete with the giants of 
its sector. Inservice indus- 
tries, where the export possi- 
bilities are quite limited, two 
sectors are promising: the pro- 
ducer services (financial, in- 
surance, consulting activities, 
etc.) and the Health Care. In 
terms of exports, the oppor- 
tunities are in producer serv- 
ices and Canadian engineer- 
ing consulting have adopted 
a global approach and gained 
some Market-share. How- 
ever, the great potentiality 
subsist in financial services. 
Although the Canadian finan- 
cial institutions have im- 



proved considerably their 
services and their financial 
situation: they continue hav- 
ing a low posture in interna- 
tional markets. 

Responding to the sec- 
ond question "Compete with 
whom?", point which has not 
been covered in Porter's Re- 
port, but it is essential to iden- 
tify our major competitors 
whose attitudes exercise a 
direct impact on our busi- 
nesses and standard of living. 
The new reality of interna- 
tional competition is that the 
major competitors in innova- 
tion driven industries are not 
any longer only the traditional 
advanced industrialized coun- 
tries which over the last three 
decades managed to build a 
strong technological and fi- 
nancial base (e.g. Japan, Ger- 
many, Sweden etc.). But the 
striking new evidence is the 
emergence of newly industri- 
alized countries whose atti- 
tudes are extremely dynamic, 
aggressive and competitive 
e.g. (Taiwan, Singapore, 
Hong Kong, Korea, etc.). 
The other fact is the forma- 
tion of Economic Free Zones 
( Economic Blocs) such as 
European community, Japan 
and satellite countries, and 
North America. The compa- 
nies within these economics 
of scale, better production 
factors) in order to compete 
in a global economy. 

In the horizons, one 
should anticipate the compe- 
tition from East-European 
Countries, russian Common- 
wealth (Russia, Ukraine — ). 
Enormous potential of China 
and India as well as the sub- 
continent of South America 
should be also considered. 
The third question "Compete 
under which circumstances?" 
Here, two sets of conditions 
may be pointed out from an 
extrinsic and intrinsic point 
of view. Extrinsically, we 
must focus on the phenom- 
enon of global markets. 
Theodore Levitt (1983)) 
wrote of a new commercial 
reality-the emergence of glo- 
bal markets for standardized 
products on a previously and 
imagined scale. Globali- 
zation has also introduced 
serious implications for small 
nations economics such as: 
Intensification of interna- 
tional division of production 



factors combined with new 
thresholds in economic, sci- 
entific, and technological 
scales. Furthermore, sophis- 
tication of the new technol- 
ogy appealing resources of 
more than just one nation, 
combined with the high costs 
of R & D for the of new prod- 
ucts ($2 Billion for new 16 
Megabyte RAM, $2 Billion 
for a new generation of Volvo 
850' s or Mercedes S series 
must be focussed upon as 
well. Secondly, are the in- 
trinsic factors or conditions. 
At this level, one may enu- 
merate the internal condition, 
under which the Canadian 
companies are operating. 

* limited size of Canadian 
Market 

* high wages 

* higher interest rates (cost 
capital) 

* higher land and construc- 
tion costs in Comparison to 
the U.S. 

* the Ontario regulatory over- 
lapping level of the regula- 
tion of the federal and provin- 
cial government and the in- 
ter-provincial barriers are a 
serious problem 

* finally, natural constraints 
of a widespread population, 
and communication problems 
are a further detriment. 

After having examined 
the situation, one would no- 
tice that Canada is lacking the 
necessary ingredients in or- 
der to be able to compete in a 
tough Global economy. But 
it is possible to dissipate the 
uncertainties. The situation 
is serious and urgent measure 
need to be taken. The Gov- 
ernment has the ultimate re- 
sponsibility to address a 
number of issues which have 
complicated and deteriorated 
the circumstances. I believe 
that following structural is- 
sues should be addressed as 
soon as possible. First and 
foremost the Canadian con- 
stitutional crisis and French 
English dualities must end. 
The costs are high for Cana- 
dian economy and society. 
Putting order in public ac- 
counts and stop deficit financ- 
ing policies in another high 
priority. The $420 Billion 
National debt excluding the 
provincial deficit, Ontario, 
Quebec, B.C. etc. cuts 27%

gain a special privilege or 
threaten to part from the 
federation. Thirdly, the Ca- 
nadian provinces demand 
more power to decentral- 
ize the federal government, 
in contrast to the global 
trends. While the U.N.O. 
is becoming a powerful or- 
ganization and the Euro- 
pean Community is becom- 
ing increasingly more cen- 
tralized under the federal 
governing body in Brus- 
sels; Canada is occupying 
itself with decentralization 
and the threat of separa- 
tism. In the meantime the 
standard of living contin- 
ues falling. 

Furthermore, 
America has taken a lead- 
ership role in the North 
American association. Ja- 
pan took it upon itself to do 
the same with the Pacific 
Nations. If the comparison 
to the post Renaissance 
Poland is accurate; then the 
Canadian decline will be 
an imminent tragedy. Al- 
though, it is highly doubt- 
ful that there will be a full 
scale civil war, with losses 
in life and material wealth 
to occupy Canadians. The 
outside world will continue 
its progress, despite the 
Yugoslavian or Canadian 
tragedy. 

Fortunately, there is 
no fear of foreign military 
invasions as there was on 



Polish sovereignty. The 
contemporary assaults are 
planned and executed from 
corporate rooms of foreign 
multinationals. There is no 
need to invade a country 
militarily when the corpo- 
rations can legally extract 
the necessary resources 
under the umbrella of in- 
ternational government re- 
lations and foreign owner- 
ship which is rampant in 
thiscountry. If Canadaever 
fails to solve its problems, 
the multinational external 
powers will execute an even 
greater control over inter- 
nal matters of Canada. The 
same control was exercised 
by Prussia, Russia and Aus- 
tria on Poland in 17th and 
1 8th century, which finally 
led to absolute partitions. 
Albeit, the Meech 
Lake Accord should have 
been passed, despite the 
new problems it would have 
created. Canada should 
concentrate on developing 
a stronger and a more dy- 
namic infrastructure. There 
is nothing that binds a coun- 
try closer than the enthusi- 
asm of economic prosper- 
ity imbedded in a sound 
infrastructure. Instead, the 
tragic constitutional count 
down - underlined by Que- 
bec 's separation ultimatum 
- dominates policy making.

The title of the special 
feature on Canada in the June 
29, 1991, issue of The Econo- 
mist effectively summed up the 
state of Canada-"Nice Coun- 
try, Nice Mess." Controver- 
sies surrounding 
multiculturalism, French-Eng- 
lish divisions, and the current 
constitutional nightmare were 
documented, portraying Canada 
as a nation on the brink of catas- 
trophe. 

The overriding issue of 
concern in the article, however, 
dealt with the economic condi- 
tion of the country. Equaliza- 
tion payments, crippling debt 
loads, and soaring labor costs in 
Canada in relation to other na- 
tions dominated the pages of 
the influential business publi- 
cation. Surprisingly, the Cana- 
dian media virtually ignored the 
contents of this damning in- 
dictment of the Canadian 
economy, although most Cana- 
dians hardly needed to be re- 
minded of the grim state of na- 
tional affairs. 

This media apathy to- 
wards the article in The Econo- 
mist was not evident with the 
publication of the Porter Re- 
port in October, 1991. Front 
page headlines in every major 
metropolitan newspaper trum- 
peted the contents of the docu- 



ment prepared by Harvard Busi- 
ness School professor Michael 
Porter. In its simplest form, the 
Porter Report gave an enthusi- 
astic thumbs-down to the 
present state of the Canadian 
economy. 

Porter outlined five main 
criticisms of Canadian eco- 
nomic performance: l)lack of 
productivity and reluctance to 
use new technologies; 2)pre- 
dominance of natural-resource 
related industries; 3)lack of glo- 
bal markets due to unnecessary 
focus of selling products to the 
United States; 4)unproductive, 
poorly focused education sys- 
tem; and 5)importation of sci- 
ence and technology. 

The report also contained 
several specific remedies to cure 
the Canadian economy: 
1 Standardized national testing; 
2)increase training programs for 
welfare recipients and the un- 
employed; 3)emphasize re- 
search and development; ^im- 
prove labor relations and pro- 
ductivity; and 5)elimination of 
inter-provincial trade barriers. 

The response of politi- 
cians contained the typical 
amount of doublespeak and po- 
litical partisanship. Stephen 
Langdon, NDP finance critic, 
called the report a "con job" 
and berated the government for 
hiring an American to study the 
Canadian economy. Liberal 



trade critic Roy MacLaren 
stated that the "the government 
itself is the obstacle for growth." 
Representatives of the Cana- 
dian Labor Congress and the 
Canadian Manufactures Asso- 
ciation predictably blamed each 
other for the muddled produc- 
tivity of Canadian business in 
general. 

The general substance of 
the appraisals of the Canadian 
economy outlined in the report, 
however, seem to have fallen 
on deaf ears within all levels of 
government. If radical changes 
are not undertaken, the finan- 
cial solvency of this nation will 
be undermined within a genera- 
tion. Canadians must make 
tough and difficult choices re- 
garding the restructuring of the 
welfare state. 

Unfortunately, the trav- 
elling circus of the Constitu- 
tional Forum continues to roll 
along the highways and the by- 
ways of the nation. The politi- 
cal and geographic future of the 
country, although important, 
should take a backseat to the 
economic difficulties facing the 
nation. Adoption of the recom- 
mendations outlined in the Por- 
ter Report would go a long way 
in allowing Canada to reclaim a 
rightful place in the global 
economy.

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of budget in interest costs. 
The economic effects of this 
policy are translated in; higher 
interest creates (one or two 
points) and the inflated value 
of Canadian dollar. The elimi- 
nation of interprovincial bar- 
riers and constraints ( over- 
lapping and often contradic- 
tory regulations). It is easier 
for Canadian companies to 
produce in U.S> and then 
export to any province in 
Canada. The re-evaluating the 
whole educational system es- 
pecially the secondary school 
and the necessity of establish- 
ing national standards must 
follow . More than $50 billion 
are spent annually in Canada. 
What's the payoff? The re- 
examining of all social pro- 
grams and especially compar- 
ing them to our major com- 
petitors must be also under- 
taken; with the focus on im- 
proving the efficiency in Cana- 
da's social programs without 
sacrificing them (not allow- 
ing that the increase in these 
expenses surpass the rate of 
inflation). 

Finally, the changing the 
mindset and mentality of Ca- 
nadian public has to occur 
through making them aware 



of what is at stake; Canadian 
standard of living and their 
jobs, are' on the line. Chang- 
ing this attitude of quick fix, 
quick bucks is fundamental. 
Finally the government must 
educate people about the facts 
regarding the international 
competition, traits of the glo- 
bal economy and its implica- 
tions, strengths of the leading 
industrial countries, while pro- 
viding them with an objective 
audit of the Canadian situa- 
tion. All this must be accom- 
plished through focusing and 
orienting all efforts toward a 
highly qualified workforce. 
Government has a major role 
to play in this area. 

When responding to the 
cardinal question "Can Canada 
Compete?" is difficult to pro- 
vide a direct yes or not Due to 
the element of analysis devel- 
oped here it seems that it's 
extremely difficult for Cana- 
dian Companies (but a few of 
them e.g. Telecom) to com- 
pete in the basic high tech in- 
dustries (e.g. Production of 
advanced microchips or 
DRAM 16 or 64 Megabyte). 

In contrast the Canadian 
Companies may be very suc- 
cessful to seize some pockets 



of the market (finding a niche), 
focus on a specific area and 
build on that. The successful 
examples are SPAR or Bom- 
bardier along with a few oth- 
ers. The real opportunities 
subsist in applications of ba- 
sic technologies. Using the 
different electronic compo- 
nents (manufactured by oth- 
ers) and assembling different 
types of devices for specific 
uses (simulator for pilot train- 
ing). 

It is also possible for 
Canadian companies to form 
strategic alliances with Euro- 
pean Manufacturers or others 
who would like to establish a 
foothold in Canada with the 
perspective of reaching 
American market (providing 
them with Canadian and 
American market in exchange 
of access to their technology 
and capital). 

My single comment on 
Porter's Report is that he de- 
velops a series of analysis to 
prove that ' we have gone 
through a transition from an 
old economic order to a new 
economic order. But I am 
afraid that Dr. Porter's recom- 
mendations stems from the old 
prescriptions.
